We think if anything was needed to 
impress on the minds of tho pooplo of 
Amheratburg tho necessity of a largor and 
better hall for public purposes, than our 


the inconvenience ani discomfort experi- 
enced by nearly all who were present in 


the Tomperance Hall is oa considerablo 
improvement on the Town. Hall, in many 
respects, still itis not large enongh tora 
progressive place like Ambherstburg, 
which being ‘the -largost town in this 
District is now gonorally rogarded as the 
head-quarters of the South Riding of 
Essex, and which is likely to be tho 
scono of many meotings formerly held in 
Sandwich ond Windsor.

Resignation of Mr. Snyder. 


We oxcocdingly regrot to hear that 
Mr. W. Snyder has resigned tho office of 
Genoral Superintendent of’ the Canada 
Southern Railway, which offico he has 
{ filled sinco August,1878. Tha St. Thomas 
Home Journal says:—"'Tho responsibility 
attached to this important position, and 
tho peculiar circumstances fi which the 
company and their undertaking have been 
placed, are enough to try any man’s soul. 
People have been taught, both in Canada 
and the United States, to look for much 
from the railway—for moro than probab- 
ly it is possible. for it evor to yield. 
The farmer who yoted for the bonus ex- 
pects more on that account for the wood 
he sells to the Company ; the merchant 
who advocated its claims, lower rates of 
freight ; clergymen and news aper 
writers, freo rides; the mortgage bond- 
holders, the full and punotnal payment 
of interest ; and the stockholders, splen- 
|did dividends. The conditions of so 
munch suceass are not yet nttuined. They 
are not within tho reach of any officer. 
Phe first requisite is additional capital— 
money enough to take the rond into 
Chicago, the distributing point of the 
Great Wert. Onco there, adminstrative 
ability and far-sightedness in the officers 
[ofthe Company may be looked to for a 
jinir mensuro of the great success antici- 
pated'from the line. They may then be 
tasked for « largo zneasure of pro: rity, 
but not now. We are porsunded, that 

all things considered, the Canada South- 
|erm, upon ® fair examination, will be 
| found to have done fully as much as 
ought to be expected from it; and, com- 
paratively, more than rival linea either 
| north or south of it. The rond bed has 
been kept in so excellent a state, as to be
